“ I n t e r n a t i o n a l ques 
tions aren’t solv ed by money 
but by serv ice, by diplomacy 
and by careful attention to the 
needs of human beings. Uke 
wise, domestic problems are 
not solv ed by money but by a 
search for the causes and ser­ 
v ice to humanity ,” he said. 
Humphrey called the United 
States “the last g reat hope in 
the world” and called on the 
Future Farmers to be leaders 
in the nation. 
Rural Roots 
“We can have real freedom 
of choice in America,” he 
said. “The challeng e is to put 
our technolog y and resources 
to work in the rig ht combina­ 
tion, in the rig ht places . . .

He said a new and “ most modern” 
fairgrounds complex , near the Interstate 
highway , could set the stage for Nebras­ 
ka to become the location for “ the greatest 
agricultural state fair” among the SO 
states. 
The present fairg rounds complex is 
“old, dilapidated and lacking moderniza­ 
tion,” but the land, in the heart of Lin­ 
coln, is so valuable that its sale could g ive 
a strong sendoff to development of the new 
complex, he said. 
About 260 Acres 
The present fairg rounds encompasses 
about 260 acres. 
Carpenter said some of it could well 
be used to meet present or future needs of 
the University of Nebraska nearby. 
Sold to subdiv iders for housing dev elop­ 
ment, the land would bring sizable re­ 
turns, he noted, or it would be v aluable 
also as an industrial dev elopment area. 
The new complex should include 
a 
horse racing plant versatile enoug h to be 
used for other attractions, possibly even 
big leag ue baseball, Carpenter said. 
Long As Ak-Sar-Ben 
The State Fairg rounds racing season 
should be extended to run as long as does 


the Ak-Sar-Ben meet in Omaha, he said. 
Ak-Sar-Ben’s meet this year ran for 44 
racing days; the Lincoln meet, 23. 
Carpenter said he would adv ocate that 
the state pari-mutuel tax now coUected on 
the Lincoln race meet be turned back to 
the State Fair Board so money could be 
used to help pay off indebtedness incurred 
in dev eloping the new plant. 
Location 
ne a r the Interstate will 
“make it easier for Omaha people to pa­ 
tronize the races,” he said, and “mig ht 
have a tendency to draw Omaha and Lin­ 
coln closer tog ether.” 
Complex In Future 
The proposed merg er of the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska and University of Oma­ 
ha mig ht have a similar effect and ulti­ 
mately the state’s two larg est cities mig ht 
find themselves joined in a sort of “metro­ 
politan complex,” he said. 
The proposed dev elopment would not 
interfere with use of the Univ ersity ’s Me­ 
morial Stadium for football games, and 
judicious location of the fairgrounds might 
ev en help prov ide parking for Memorial 
Stadium football fans, he said. 
The state fair “is g rowing in impor­ 
tance,” and pouring funds inth further de­ 
velopment of t h e present fairg rounds 
would be “a waste of money,” Carpenter 
said. 
Over-all, the new* development would 
provide “a phenopienal attraction for this 
community,” he declared.

wounds on the b ody describ ed 
as that of the guerrilla leader 
and the statement of Gen. Al­ 
fredo Ovando Candia, the Bo-' 
livian military commander, 
that Guevara died Monday, a 
day after the clash. 


According to Dr. Moisés • 
Ab raham, who prepared t h e 
military medical report on 
the guerrilla’s death, the b ody 
had s e v e n b ullet wounds. 
They included mortal wounds 
in b oth lungs and a shot di­ 
r t i l y t h r o u g h 
the heart. 
There was also a massive 
contusion on the b ack, the 
doctor said, which 
c o ul d 
have b een caused b y a b low 
with a rifle b utt. 


It is considered impossib le 
that Guevara, an associate of 
Prem ier F i d e l Castro of 
Cub a, could have lived eveii 
five m i n u t e s with such 
wounds. 
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New York — A government- 
sponsored study Wednesday 
recommended a national poli­ 
cy to promote drinking in a 
family setting and to reduce 
to 18 the legal age for the b uy­ 
ing and drinking of alcoholic 
b everages in pub lic. 
The proposals were part of 
a 
“total 
alcohol program” 
aiming at delib erate “changes 
in 
American 
drinking 
pat­ 
terns” to prevent development 
of prob lem drinkers — now 
held to numb er millions in the 
United States. 
The study was conducted 
over the last five years with 
a $1 million grant from the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health b y a 21-memb er Co­ 
operative Commission on the 
Study of Alcoholism. 
The 200-page report drew 
strong endorsement from the 
National Council of Churches. 
One proposal b y the com­ 
mission is to “assist young 
people to adapt themselves 
realistically 
to

predom­ 
inantly ‘drinking’ society.” 
The 21-year-old age limit is 
“ largely unenforceab le,” and 
“creates a b asically hypocrit­ 
ical situation,” the commis­ 
sion said. 
With an 18-year-old mini­ 
mum, it argued, liquor could 
b e availab le on college cam­ 
puses “in a more reasonab le, 
healthier contex t.” reducing 
the hazard of students piling 
into a car to drive to an out- 
^d c b ar.

! Th<»re Is no easy solution to the problem presented in 
a meeting of Havelock businessmen with members of the 
Giiv Council. The problem is the long-standing proposal for 
A Northeast Diagonal, a twin facility to Capital Parkway. 
In the most recent engineering analysis of this program, 
m hearty I2t million freeway project was recommended for 
nMmate completion In IMS. Baskally, the Havelock gronp 
k p s two objections — one, that the time period is too long 
ai4, two. that the program Is impractical. 
The Havelock group could be right on both counts but 


thil is not the answer, either. A third important factor in 
all of this is what kind of facility is needed, a full freeway 
Wiéh elevated grade crossing, extra turning lanes, etc., or 
a Ample four-lane job at grade level. 


The Havelock group believes it could have a simple 


diagonal, very similar to Capital Parkway, for less than a 
third of the recommended Â20 million project. This could 
be done more quietly, too, and is envisioned by Havelock 
as within the reach of the city. 
The accuracy of the Havelock belief will be tested 


prdbably on Oct. 23. This is the date on which the city’s 
âigineering Department will present to the City Council 
a tost analysis on a grade crossing plan for the Northeast 
Diagonal, the kind of plan proposed by Havelock interests. 
There is no doubt that professional city administrative 


forces will favor the more advanced and complicated grade 
separation plan for the diagonal. Nor is there any doubt 
that this plan would be recommended by any expert on 
the subject. 
Now, we can scoff at experts If we like but it is a little 


foolish to do so. The matter of experts can be carried to 
extremes and there certainly comes a time for decision, 
Imt the expert advice should not be lightly ditcaiAed. 


The expert advice in the case of the Northeast Diagonal 


is for a full freeway development. We cast this advice aside 
only with the knowledge that we are building up for our­ 
selves problems in the future, that we are practicing some 
form of false economy. 
Projected traffic demands show that the kind of facility 


advocated by the Havelock group will be well overburdened 
long before the structure has outlived its years. Thus, we 
would be spending somewhere in the neighborhood of 16 
million for a facility we knew would not do the total job. 
But to do this total job wonld require more money than 


the city can currently lay-its hands on. Uncoln simply does 
not have 120 mttUon for this project, nor anything near 
that in thinking of some federal and state aid on the project. 
There are two cwirses of action open to the city on this 


score. One is an immediate improvement of the city’s street 
improvement income picture, including revenue and pos­ 
sibly general oWigation bonds. The latter would require a 
vote of the people. 


The second route is to hold off diagonal work until the 


income picture might be improved through more federal 
funds and state funds flowing into urban centers. This could 
well be the picture by 1972 and thereafter but this would 
carry compleUon of the diagonal nearly into 1990. 
This waiting for an improved economic picture seems 


totally unrealistic and unfair to us. Thus, the council is left 
witji only one real choice if it wants to build the kind of 
Northeast Diagonal that is needed ~ a crash program that 
would undoubtedly call for a vote by the people on financing. 
The coancU should either do this as quickly as possible 


or wdopt the recommendations of the Havelock group. By 
“ qtickly,” we means weeks, not months or years. You can­ 
not effectively challenge the Havelock claim of diagonal de­ 
lays beyond reason.

Governor's Position Deplorable 


The position taken by Gov. Norbert 


Tiemann on the matter of an alleged viola­ 
tion of the Hatch Act by one state official 
represents a deplorable situation. What was 
a legal challenge by Democrats has been 
turned by Tiemann into a racial matter 
that was never intended or considered.

The first light frost has 


powdered the lowlands and 
gardens. Blades of grass 
were jewel-encrusted t h i s 
morning.

When the sun 
touched the meadow grass, 
it seemed as if a silvery car­ 
pet had been spread to the 
horizon.

tumn.’’ 
The touch of frost will set 


the green leaves of summer 
ablaze with color, although 
many of them have already 
changed Into soft shades of 
yellow and red.

October . . . a toft peaceful 
pause between growth and 
the long winter sleep.

the age of 18. 
Many of the orphans, like 


other farm boys, attended 
school 20 to 60 days during 
the school year, as they 
stayed out of school until the 
last ear of corn was in the 
crib and on March 1, their 
school days ended so they 
could get into the fields for 
spring work. While the or- 
phans were working on the 
farm, the guardians sent 
their own children to college. 
But the o r p h a n s had 


learned to lau^ at adversi­ 
ties, so their lack of educa­ 
tion in Nebraska p u b l i c 
schools didn’t bother them, 
at all. In a Polk County 
school district, some neigh­ 
bors were bitterly opposed 
to their being allowed to at­ 
tend the d i s t r i c t public 
school. 
Most of the orphans stayed 


until they were 18 but the 
promise of a horse and bug­ 
gy became a hoax. So they 
left to work for other farm­ 
ers, who fed and housed 
them very well and also paid 
them well for their labor. In 
some cases, the farmers fur­ 
nished them a driving horse 
or team and buggy. 
Many of those former or­ 
phans are in retirement in 
Nebraska. They get great 
consolation fr o m knowing 
that all is well that ends well.

Washington — The movement to ere- 
Ate sculptures of immense size—one of 
the salient features of the current American 
art scene—may be said to have reached a 
climax in the exhibition called ‘‘Scale As 
Lontent." which opened last week at the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art. 
Consisting of only three works com­ 
missioned by the Corcoran gallery. The 
exhibition is intended as a celebration of 
sheer size as an es.sential component of 
the new sculptural esthetics. .At the same 
time, the show is a demonstration of the 
Corcoran’s own willingness to collaborate 
with the artists in realizing works of ex­ 
traordinary physical dimension. Two of the 
Works on view—Tony Smith’s "Smoke" and 
Ronald Bladen’s "the X " have actually 
been constructed, according to the artists’ 
plans, inside the Corcoran building The 
third — Barnett Newman’s "Broken Ob­ 
elisk” 
has been executed in steel and 
placed outside the gallery at the corner of 
New York .Avenue and 17th Street. 
The largest of these works is Smith’s 
“ Smoke." an open-form structure of paint­ 
ed plywood that stands 22 feet high and 
reaches almost 50 feet in length, filling 
the two-story classical south atrium of the 
Corcoran. It is one of the most accom­ 
plished works in the new sculptural mode, 
known variously as "Prim arv Structures" 
or "Minimal Sculpture," and points to a 
possible new development in this style 
Smith 
has 
abandoned 
the 
massive 
monolithic profile that has characterized all 
of his work to date, and employs a series 
of triangular plywood piers to inflect and 
orchestrate the sculpture’s interior space. 
Instead of the solid, highly simplified geo­ 
metric form favored by the new minimal­ 
ists. Smith has created m open, airy 
structure of almost baroque complexity. 
While still adhereing to a geometric mod­ 
ule in the design of the individual units 
that make up the work. Smith uses this 
module in a freer, almost expressionist 
manner. In fact, if not in theory, “ Smoke" 
is closer in visual feeling to the fantasy 
architecture of expressionism thau to the 
conventions of geometric sculpture out of 
which it comes. 
Bladen’s "The X ." a massive struc­ 
ture, also constructed of plywood painted 
black, is, as its name suggests, a work in 
the form of a giant X. It. too, reaches 22 
feet in height, but is a mere 26 feet in 
width.

Compared to Smith’s work, "The X 
is 
a relatively simple, straight-forward sculp­ 
tural image. It is momentarily stunning 
in scale, but it lacks the power to sustain 
this scale in expressive terms. 
Newman’s "Broken Obelisk." standing 
26 feet high in the open air, is a rather 
modest, almost traditional conception, con­ 
sisting of a large pyramid. 10 feet square 
at its base, topped by an inverted obelisk.

Then the 
B Minor Mass can be lis­ 
tened to as a piece of abso­ 
lute music, as an over-all 
structure, as pure form in 
tone. Or it can be ex]>en- 
enced as a religious piece, 
which is how most people take 
it. The B Minor Mass. after 
all, celebrates the most over­ 
powering ceremony of the 
Catholic Church. 
Up to now all listeners 
have taken it as an article 
of faith that the B M i n o r 
Mass, if nothing else, repre­ 
sents a religious — perhaps 
spiritual is the better word 
— experience. Bach himself 
appears to have been a re­ 
ligious man. 
preoccupied 
with thoughts of death. B’rom 
Schweitzer on, scholars have 
been pointing out religious 
symbolism in Bach’s music. 
We know that Bach left an 
extraordinarily large (for its 
day) collection of books on 
religion; and certainly the 
regrettably few personal let­ 
ters of Bach that have come 
down to us testify to a man 
bound up in the spirit of the 
Lutheran Church. 
But a few years ago the 
German scholar, Friedrich 


B 1 u m e, wrote an article 
questioning the verities. In 
his “ outlines of a new pic­ 
ture of Bach" he wondered 
if the old picture were ac­ 
curate. 


Blume’s argument r u n s 
something as follows: Bach 
did not grow up in the at­ 
mosphere of the church. His 
father was a municipal, not 
a church, musician. Young 
Bach learned to play the or­ 
gan. and played it better 
than 
anybody 
alive; 
but, 
says Blume, he was not par­ 
ticularly attached to the or­ 
gan, and after 1717 was nev­ 
er again a church organist, 
nor did he ever attempt to 
secure for himself one of the 
many available organ posts 
in Germany. 
Nor did Bach have any 
special liking for c h u r c h 
work. "Was it a spiritual 
necessity for him? Hardly. 
There is at any rate no evi­ 
dence that it was," wrote 
Blume. 
What’s more, says Blume, 
a very large percentage of 
Bach’s religious choral mu­ 
sic 
is "parody," that Ks 
based upon earlier works he 
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had compo.sed. Bach took en­ 
tire movements 
and only 
changed the words, or did 
not even do that. The B Mi­ 
nor Mass is one of those 
works. That does not make 
it greater or lesser music, 
but 
under 
these 
circum­ 
stances it certainly modifies 
the religious element. 
It is true that a new pic­ 
ture 
of 
Bach 
is 
needed, 
though Blume has probably 
gone overboard in his arti­ 
cle, At least, h o w e v e r , 
B l u m e ’ s conclusions can 
serve as a corrective to the 
popular romantic picture of 
Bach, sitting at his organ in 
an angelic revery, searching 
for the lost chord. For if 
there was one thing we know 
about Bach, it is that he was 
no angel. He was something 
better — a man. 
He was burly, stubborn, 
obstinate, bad-tempered, vio­ 
lent, insistent on getting his 
own way. There was another 
side to the man: the Bach 
who raised a large family; 
who had two devoted wives; 
who could relax enough to 
enjoy a good wine and a 
comforting pipe of tobacco, 


who was admired by every 
musician 
with 
whom 
he 
came in contact. Not enough 
attention has been paid to 
Bach the working musician 
—the Bach who was con­ 
stantly trying to get a better 
job, the Bach who could fill 
any commission that came 
hi.s way, the Bach who care­ 
fully counted his pennies, the 
Bach who apparently would 
have been just as content 
working for a Catholic as lor 
a Lutheran prince: the Bach, 
in short, who was a hard­ 
working member of society 
and who was constantly fret­ 
ting at the limitations im­ 
posed on him. 
He never had an orchestra 
or a chorus big enough to 
suit him. He never had mu­ 
sicians accomplished enough 
to play his scores as he 
wanted. All his life he was 
in battle with the authori­ 
ties, and he never really 
gave in. In Arnstadt, as a 
young man, he was reproved 
for introducing strange har­ 
monies into the service. He 
was 
also 
held 
to 
be 
a 
“ loner," incapable of getting 
along with the other stu­ 
dents. 


In 1948 on a ranch west of Missoula, 
Mont., Bennett H. Stein found a bundli 
of manuscripts stored in dynamite boxes. 

"Tough 
Trip Through Paradise 1878-1879" is a pow- 
crful personal history of the Old West 
written by an ex-trapper, Andrew Garcia.

‘squaw man’ (three of his four wives wer« 
Indian), Garcia writes with a gusto that is 
contagious, and although many of his anec­ 
dotes are utterly incredible, those were in­ 
credible days.

So many hav e req u ested the instru c­ 
tions for making the net Christmas tree 
that I tiav e decided to u se them today . 
Actu ally , there are many way s of making 
the net Christmas tree. One simp le way is 
to make net p oms in the desired color, 
fastening them with p ip e cleaners. Twist 
the ends of the p ip e cleaners and insert 
into a cone of sty rofoam. Decorate with 
beads, glitter, bows or tiny p ine cones. 
This, I think, is the tree that most of 
y ou want. You will need two y ards of two 
y ard wide netting in the color of y ou r 
choice; one 20” length of % inch doweling; 
one sp ool of cov ered wire (to match net­ 
ting, if p ossible); one Christmas ball (abou t 
one or one and one half inches in diam eter); 
decorations; and a base. The base may be 
sty rofoam, wood or whatev er y ou wish to 
u se. It shou ld be abou t six inches in di­ 
ameter, and may be rou nd or sq u are. 
White netting that has either silv er or 
gold threads in it is p articu larly striking 
made u p as a tree. Pink, blu e and green 
are colors that are often u sed, also. If u s­ 
ing wood, p aint the base a color that goes 
well with the color of net that y ou hav e 
selected. Sty rofoam bases may be cov ­ 
ered with crep e p ap er, ribbon, or, in some 
cases, may be sp ray p ainted. Make a hole 
in the base in which y ou may insert the 
dowel stick. 
Cov er the dowel stick with crep e p a­ 
p er that has been cu t into one inch wide 
strip s. The p ap er shou ld match y ou r net­ 
ting. Fasten the Christmas ball ot the top 
end of the dowel by secu ring it with the 
crcp e p ap er. Insert other end into the base. 
Now cu t y ou r net into twelv e strip s 
that are 2” , 3” , 4”, 5” . 
6” , 7 ” , 8,” 9 ”, 
10” , 11”, 12” , and 13” wide. The first two 
widths are abou t 34” inches long. The nex t 
sev en widths are 36” long. The last three 
(the three widest strip s), are 7 2” long. 
Start with the widest strip , which is 
the bottom strip of y ou r tree. Fold y ou r 
strip of netting in half the long way of the 
strip . You may iron a crease in if it will 
make the work easier for y ou . 
For the nex t step y ou will need a knit­ 
ting needle. If y ou do not hav e one u se a 
long p encil or a small dowel that is abou t 
V4” in diameter. Lay the strip of net ov er 
the needle. Hold the knitting needle with 
y ou r right hand and the net w i t h y ou r 
left hand. Gently p u sh the netting onto the 
needle, gather it as y ou go, u ntil the entire 
strip is gathered on the needle.. 
Slip a six inch length of y ou r cov ered 
wire u nder the net, nex t to the needle. 
Carefu lly lift net off the needle and wrap 
arou nd the dowel, abou t fou r inches from 
the base. W ist ends of y ou r wire, close 
to the dowel. Cu t off u nneeded length of 
the ends, bu t be carefu l not to cu t too 
short. Rep eat with all of the strip s of net­ 
ting u ntil all twelv e strip s are on the 
dowel. The two inch wide strip will be 
ju st u nder the Christmas ball. 
You may decorate y ou r tree in any 
way y ou desire. Small silv er balls on the 
blu e trees are v ery p retty as are blu e 
balls on the white trees. Bows, tiny p ine 
cones, seq u ins and glitter are among the 
things which y ou cou ld u se to decorate y ou r 
trees.

Jakarta (UPI) — Acting 
President Suharto Wednesday 
made cabinet ministers di­ 
rectly responsible to h im 
alone in a cabinet reshuffle 
that increased his powers. 
He said he acted because 
Hit general elections ordered 
by congress for nex t July 
probably **could not be held.'* 
In conjunction with the re­ 
shuffle, Suharto abolished a 


superv isory presidium origi­ 
nally established by former 
Pre.sident Sukarno. The pre­ 
sidium was comprised of fiv e 
high-ranking cabinet minis­ 
ters. including Suharto, to 
whom the rest of the minis­ 
ters were responsible. 
= 
Henceforth, ministers will 
be responsible only to Su­ 
harto. 
Suharto retained most of 


the former ministers includ­ 
ing two other members of the 
old presidium — Foreign Min­ 
ister Adam Malik and Sultan 
Hamengku Buwono, the min­ 
ister of economy and finance. 
Suharto retained the post as 
minister of defense and se­ 
curity . 
It was the first c h a n ge 
since Suharto set up an in­ 
terim cabinet July 25, 1966, 


Perhaps the most slplfl- 
cant change was the ouster of 
Bratanata as minister of min­ 
ing and his replacement by 
Sumantrl Brobjonegoro, a pro­ 
fessor at the Bandung Insti­ 
tute of Technology . 
Bratanata had openly chal­ 
lenged Maj. Gen. Ibnu Suto* 
wo’s oil contract policies. His 
remov al meant he had lost 


his anticorruption battle with 
the army . 
Suharto’s reshuffle 
a l s o 
streamlined the cabinet, re­ 
ducing the ministers from 27 
to 23, combining the ministry 
of industry with that of iced- ! 
omy and finance, adding a 
new ministry of reseUlement 
and officially dropping the !
